APANESE REPL 
VEN TO RUSSI 


It Is Satl To Be in No Senge 


an Ultimatum, 


Russia, However, Is Asked To Re- 
consider Certain Essential Points. 
Situation Is Very Grave, but 
It’s Thought War Will 
Be Averted. 


Tokio, Decemer 21.—Japan’s reply to 
Russia was handed to Baron de Rosen 
this afternoon at a conference between 
the Russian minister and Foreign Min- 
ister Komur! at the Russian legation. 

Japan's reply is In no way in the na.- 
ture of an ultimatum, but she asks Rus- 
Sia to reconsider certain essential points 
in her reply to Japan. 

Baron de Rosen is now sufficiently re- 
covered to resume the negotiations. 

Sixty military engineers have been dis- 
patched to Korea to replace the civil 
telegraph operators attached to the Jap- 
anese telegraph lines on the peninsula. 
It is officially asserted that the step 
taken has no military stenificance. 


Alarm'st Reports Incorrect. 

Paris, December 2!.—Reports received 
here from both centers of the Japanese- 
Russian controversy lead the officials to 
conclude that the situation, while serious, 
does not involve an extension of the 
present crisis. A dispatch received today 
from Tokio, dated yesterday, says Japan 
has not yet answered Russia's first prop- 
osition. The officials say this shows first 
that the alarmist reports of the English 
war correspondents saying Japan has 
answered in the negative are incorrect; 
second, that Japan continues to seck 
means for meeting Russia's overtures, 

On the other hand, another Tokio dis- 
patch frankly sets forth the agitated 
state of Japanese public sentiment and 
the intense feeling against Russela, and 
also foreshadows the possible ulspatch of 
Japanese troops to Korea. but it is added. 
if this Is done. {t will be with the assent 
of Russia. which wil! relieve the expedi- 
tion of having the significance of a war 
move against Russia. 

The official advices from St. Petersburg 
continue to have a peaceful tone and 
dispatches from Tokio of the same ten- 
or, the authorities here assert they have 
good reason to believe that the situation. 
although serious, has not reached the 
point of a war crisis being imminent. 


Russia To Let Nothing Go. 

Berlin, December 2!.—War in the Far 
Eest is regarded in official quarters. as 
improbable for several weeks, for the 
reason that Japan will continue to nego- 
tiate and Russia's policy is understood to 
be simply to sit tight and hold on, to 
make no specific promises concerning the 
territory in dispute and meet an attack, 
if Japan will we satisfied with nothing 
else. Russia will let nothing go. Japan 
must be content with that or fight. This 
attitude, it is believed, approved by 
the czar, who Is not wi!'"'»o< that Russia 
should take the ager: The ezar’s 
advisors dre  convi:: aut Great 
Britain will not be Invo.yv: 

The financial editor of The Tageblatt 
says neither Russia nor Japan can hope 
for a loan in Germany, because the Ger- 
man banks never engage in foreign gov- 
érnment loans without consultation with 
and the consent of the foregn office and 
the foreign office will not give this con- 
sent. Russian securities are not in favor 
in Berlin now. A fresh loan to Russia 
would not in any case be made without 
excellent terms and not at all without 
government approval. The bankers here 
think the greatest security of pecease ‘s 
the difficulty, perhaps the impossibility, 
of either Russia or Japan obtaining 
money in the United States, France, Ger- 
many or Great Britain.

London, December 2!—Lord Rothschild, 
while declining today to venture an »opin- 
ion as te the outcome of the Japanese- 
Russian crisis, said to the Associated 
Press:

Situation That Has Ho Pre- 
cedent Now Being Faced at 
Chicago 


PICKETS KEPT WATCH 
TO STOP THE FUNERALS 


Chief of Police O’Neil Says Situation 
Is Unendurable in Civilized 
Land, and He Will Use 
Force To Put a Stop 
to Same. 


Chicago, December 21.—Picketing of 
houses from which funerals are to start, 
whether peaceful or violent, by union 
livery drivers who went on strike four 
days ago, and which has seriously in- 
terfered with the burial of the dead in 
Chicago, is to be prevented by the po- 
lice under direct orders issued tonight by 
Chief of Police O'Neil. J. R. Wadsworth, 
secretary, and Charles Stevens, business 
agent of the Liverymen’s Union, were 
summoned before Chief O’Neill tonight 
and told tn decidedly plain language that 
any differences the union might hava 
would have to be settled away from the 
houses of mourning. 


“This picketing of the homes from 
which funerals are being held is beyond 
the toleration of a cizillzed community,” 
said Chief O’Netl. ‘‘Your zeal has car- 
ried you beyond the pale of endurance 
and such an unheard of thing as carry- 
ing labor troubles to the houses of the 
dead will not be allowed. Unéer no cir- 
cumstances will I permit picketing of 
any kind around a house where a fu- 
neral is to proceed. 

‘Law or no law, picketing of every 
kind around these houses will have to 
stop. I will take my chances with the 
courts on the question. if my conduct 1s 
questioned by any court.” 

Officers To Accompany Hearses. 

Chief O’Neil then issued a general or- 
der to all inspectors of police On the 
lines of his conversation with the two 
union officials. He instructed the com- 
manding officers to accompany funerals 
in carriages, if circumstances seemed 
to require it, to see that the last rites 
of the dead were in no way interfered 


with. 

While the courts have inclined to per- 
mitting peaceful picketing, Chief O'Neill's 
order tends to prohibit picket.ng of any 
kind. He declared tonight that in his 


lopinion no court would be found which 


would fai] to sustain an act of such tyl- 
dent necessity and propriety as that con- 
templated by the police department, On 
top of Chief O'Neill's order came the an- 


nouncement tonight that peace plans look- | 


ng to a settlement of the strike had 


been launched.

Alleged Treason Was Committed by 
Colonel Henry and Dreyfus Was . 
Made a Scapegoat—Dreyfus_

Paris, December 2!.—It has been learn- 
ed by the Associated Press that at a 
meeting of the Dreyfus commission next 
Wednesday, M. Victor Mercier, reporter 
of the commission and one of the min- 
istry of justice, will — a report 
recommending revision jof the case of 
Captain Dreyfus., It isfnot yet positive- 
ly known whether Mr.{ Mercler’s report 
wil] recommend revis! by the court 
of cassation, but there} is every reason 
to believe that the c@urt of cassation 
will now reconsider the? case in the light 
of the facts gathered By M. Mercier, at 
the same time passing wpon the other 
documents submitted. 

While it is impossibl¢ at this stage to 
predict what view will be taken by the 
commission, it is expected that it will 
adopt, at least, by a majority, M. Mer- 
cler’s recommendation. If the revision 
of the case should be favorable to Cap- 
tain Dreyfus, he will be restored to the 
army, no matter what protests may be 
made, but it is not expected that he will 
assume active service. 

M. Mercier’s report, it is belleved, not 
only established that Dreyfus is innocent 
of writing the bordereaux, but dwells 
with emphasis on the modification by M. 
Gribblin, keeper of the war office rec- 
ords, of his testimony before the ocoun- 
cil at Rennes. M. Gribblin then swore 
that Dreyfus was guilty, while the mod- 
ification of his testimony now indicates 
that the alleged treason was committed 
by Colonel Henry, who was, at the time, 
chief of the intellig@nce department of 
the ministry of war.

TO PRISON LIFE 


Burness Confesses To Mur-

New York, December 21.—~When Frank 
Henry Burness, a ship cook, was placed 
on trial in Brooklyn today for the mur-

FLAWS IN 


Parliament Will Se Forced To Adopt 
Amendments. 

London, December 2!.—Both the na- 
tionalists and the unionists are discover- 
ing serious flaws in Irish Secretary Wynda- 
ham’s land act, which will necessitate 
fuTther amendment in parliament. In 
the land judge’s court, in Dublin today, 
after several days’ discussion, Justice 
Ross delivered judgment regarding the 
sale of Lord Ely’s estates, according to 
which the tenant for life is not entitled 
to appropriate the bonus under the new 
act for his own use, but must hold it 
subject to trusts of settlement.

WALLS FALL 
ON FIRE CHIEF 


Loss of Life at a Fire in Mott 
Street, New York Last 
Night. 


New York, December 21.—The famous 
“two nines’’ fire alarm, summoning more 
fire apparatus than any other alarm pro- 
vided for by New York's fire department, 
was sounded tonight for a terrific fire 
which destroyed the six-story factory 
building of the Hermann Furniture and 
Plumbing Cabinet Works, in Mott street, 
and the four-story varnish factory of the 
firm, run under the name of the H. Her- 
mann Lumber Company. A quarter of a 
million dollars damage was done. 

Battalion Chief Martin Coleman perish- 
ed in the fall of two great walls of the 
factory. 

There was a frightful panic among the 
Italian inmates of the front and rear 
tenements, and the firemen and police re- 
serves from three precincts had the ut- 
most difficulty in getting the people out 
to the street. 

Battalion Chief Coleman had entered 
the building with a number of men, in- 
cluding Lieutenant Jones and Father 
Smith, the fire department chaplain. 
They were about twenty-five feet inside, 
when fire came through the walls and the 
building shook. The firemen saw the 
danger and dashed for the outside. The 
chaplain escaped, but a beam fell and 
hit Coleman and Jones, pinning them to 
the floor. Father Smith and three fire- 
men turned back to the rescue and dragg- 
ed out Jones, who had managed to stag- 
ger to his feet. Jones in pulling himself 
out felt for Coleman, He found him so 
pinned he could not rescue him, but got 
his helmet which he put on and escaped. 
Within a minute the entire rear and side 
walls fell. 

After the* building had been totally de- 
stroyed the body of Chief Coleman was 
found wedged under fallen debris in such 
| @ position that the firemen were unable 
<O reach it.

His holiness remarks that divergent 
views in field practice easily cause diver- 
gencies in that theory so essential to 
the strengthening of the principles which 
must direct Catholic action. : 

The document quotes nineteen articles 
and rules taken from the encyclicals of 
the late Pope Leo, on the subject of 
instructions to aongregations, the fol- 
lowing being the most important: 


“Christian democrats must entirely ab- 


Stain in Italy from participating In any 
political action, which in the present cir- 
cumstances, and for reasons of a very 
high order, are interdicted.”’ 

Thus the pope destroys all hope en- 
tertained by the liberal elements in the 
Catholic party that they would be allow- 
ed to participate in the political life of 
the country. 

Other important rules mentioned are 
for the direction of Catholic writers, who 
must abstain from anticipating the views 
of the holy see on leading subjects. They 
must submit all writings concerning re- 
ligion, Christian morals and natura! eth- 
ics to the censorship of their bishops and 
they are constrained to do this, even in 
the case of publicatidns on mere tech- 
nical subjects. In the case of differences 
of opinion among Catholics, instead of 
making these differences public in the 
newspapers, they must submit them to the 
ecclesiastical authorities, who will pass 
upon them. 

These rules have greatly dampened the 
enthusiasm of those who hoped that the 
present pontificate would be more liberal 
than the last one.

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SKETCH OF “HAL” LEWIS, _ 
LATE ASSOCIATE JUSTICE 


By R. J. 


is, ex-associate justice of the Geor- 

gia supreme bench, brings to m.nd 
some reminiscences of this great and 
truly gifted Georgian. 

During the summer of 1864, whilst I 
was surgeon in charge of Brown hospi- 
tal, removed from Atlanta to Miiledge- 
ville to Keep out of Sherman’s reach, I 
had as pat:ents many of the Georgia Mil- 
jtary Cadets. Most of these young gen- 
tlemen were from families of wealth and 
affluence, and had, up to this time, been 
accustomed to al} the comforts incsdent 
to the well regulated homes of southern 
gentlemen. At their tender age they 
were poorly fitted to endure the haraships 
and exposure of the trenches and the 
deprivations of army life and as a result 
many of them became unable to do active 
duty. Some even’ were e,ck unto death 
At that time an fmpfovised hospita] for 
older and more hartened soldiers was 
not the place for these patriotic boys. 
So, although against positive orders from 
superior officers, lL adopted the plan of 
sending them home when consistent with 
the surgeon’s doirrgs. 

Wounded in War.

Prosecuted Flannigan.

This was the condition of Flannigan 
when he committed the double homi- 
cide. 

Up to the time of this tria] paranola 
was a term scarcely known in the court 
house, as it had not been before in 
an American court. Judge Lewis for 
the prosecution used to great advantage 
the argument that it was only known 
among the aristocracy of Europe; that 
the common American, especially a Geor- 
sian, had no business to claim protec- 
tion under the cover of such a prepos- 
terous and new fangled disease. 

Paresis had been a well recognized dis- 
ease for a century, but when b.]] Glenn 
in his speech attempted to prove the de- 
fendant a victim of paranoia he was 
Judge Lewis 
ridiculed the statement to such an ex- 
tent that his sarcasm undoubtedly - had 
a@ decided effect upon the jury. 

Paresis #redicted. 

This being a‘“new disease to both the 
legal and medical profession, Judge 
Lewis brought to bear all his energies 
and power to counteract expert testimony 
On the subject. Among other symp- 
toms was what is known as the knee 
joint symptom, which is simply this: A 
man afflicted with paranoia if struck up- 
on the knee in a certain position, the leg 
in response will not fly up. In a man 
not thus afflicted the leg readily re- 
sponds, Judge Lewis contended that 
this was not an infallible sign. “Sot. 
said he, “I strike my knee, my leg aoesn't 
fly up."’ Nor did it when thus struck. 

After court the medical expert took 
him aside and kindly warned him of ap- 
preaching symptoms of the disease: ad- 
vised him t otake treatment at once. 
Judge Lewis, feeling no symptoms of dis- 
ease whatever, disregarded the learned 
doctor’s advice and pursued pis usual] 
course of business, 

For his fitness for the position, he was 
after this promoted to the position of as- 
soclate justice of the supreme bench of 
Georgia, and for many months he ably 
discharged the active duties of this post 
without any warnings, mental or. physi- 
cal, of his approaching break down, But 
when he did break down mentally and 
physically he was compelled to resign his 
judgeship and seek repose. Under advice 
he went to Atlantic City to a sanitarium, 
where he remained over a year, fn the 
meantime having become a paranoic in 
its fullest sense. When brought home, 
his condition was such that for a long 
while he did not know that he was at 
home, 

At intervals for several] years before his 
death Judge Lewis had many lucid mo- 
ments, and enjoyed the company and 
converse of his friends so they 
ardently hoped that he might become ul- 
timately restored. In this, however, they 
were disappointed, the dread malady of 
paresis steadily making inroads, till death 
closed his brilliant career. 

The circumstances attending the fi!l- 
ness of the late Judge Lewis and conse- 
quent death fully vindicate the correct- 
ness of this medical expert’s diagnosis. 
This nervous refiex action known as the 
“knee joint symptom’ sounded a warn- 
ing note of alarm many years before any 
sign of mental aberration of physical de- 
cay had put in appearance. 

This is an achievement of which the 
medical world should be justly proud and 
none more so than the worthy modest 
expert who ventured the opinion In face 
of all untoward circumstances. 

Judge Lewis would never engage in 
politics. His friends desired to show 
their esteem and appreciation of his 
merit and ability by tendering thejr sup- 
port on various occasions if he would 
seek office. He declined, preferring to 
confine himself to his legal pursults which 
were more congenial to his tastes. He 
did serve his party as a delegate to the 
national democratic convention In 1896 
and nominated William J. Bryan for 
president. His speech on that_occcasion 
won for Judge Lewis a natio reputa- 
tion of which Georgians are proud. None 
lament his passing away more than those 
of us who knew Intimately his privute 
worth, and the writer relates with melan-

~WILL BE GIVER 


Railroad Officials face Court 
for Contempt 


After Railroad Men Explained That 
They Believed Themselves Act- 
ing Within Court’s Decree 
and Would Arrange Rates, 
Court Dismissed Case.

Macon, Ga., December 2!1.—In the case 
of the interstate commerce commission 
against the Louisville and Nasghville, 
Florida Centra] and Peninsular and the 
Savannah, Florida and Western frail- 
roads, involving @ rule for contempt 
against officials of the Louisville and 
Nashville, the Seaboard and the Atlantic 
Coast Line, President Smith, Superinten- 
dent Denham and Superintendent Hale, 
respectively, were present before Judge 
Speer in the United States court today. 

The railroads claimed that they were 
advised by counsel and believed that the 
decree did not require them to continue 
to operate through rates from Pensaco- 
la and Atlantic stations to Savannah and 
that they could fully comply with the 
court’s decree by withdrawing their 
through rates and arrangements, even 
though from some of the stations the 
total rates charged by combining the 
locals of the separate roads might exceed 
the through rates which thad been found 
by the court to be unlawful. 

Therefore the railroads withdrew their 
through rates and they pointed out that 
as to much of the traffic involved, the 
sums of the locals were less than the 
through rates which had been condemn- 
ed. They further stated, however, that 
very recently it had been ascertained 
that through inadvertence the local 
agents of the rallroads had not been 


tinued in many instances to charge rates 
equa] to the through rates which had 
been condemned, Jt was further stated 
on behalf of the railroads that negotia- 
tiationg looking to establishing through 
rates in accordance with the decree had 
been in progress for some time before the 
contempt proceedings were instituted and 
that such negotiations were still pend- 
ing. 

The judge then suggested that’a recess 
would be taken to see if the railread of- 
ficials could complete those negotiations, 
and after the recess it was announced 
that agreement had been reached and 
that through rates in accordance with 
the decree would be made effective by 
January 1}. 

Judes, Speer’s Decree. 

Judg¢ cr’s decision was as follows: 

In the circuit court of the United 
States for the eastern division of the 
southern district of Georgia, Interstate 
Commerce Commission y. Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company, Florida 
Centra] and Peninsular Railroad Com- 
pany, Savannah, Florida and Western 
Railway Company. . 

In this cause the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company, the Seaboard 
| Air Line railway and the Atlantic Coast 
| Line Railroad Company having agreed 
, to put in, as soon as possible, the — 
' through rate from stations on the Pen- 
| sacola and Atlantic division of the Louis- 
| ville and Nashville railroad to Savannah, 
on cotton, rosin and turpentine, as or- 
dered by the interstate commerce com- 


vannah, Ga., provided that bhe rate to 
Savannah shall not exceed the rate to 
New Orleans concurrently enforced by 
more than 25 cents per bale of 500 
pounds; and the through rates on rosin 
in car loads and on turpentine in car 
loads from said sations respectively to 
Savannah, Ga., being as set forth on 
page |9 of the printed report and opin- 
ion of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in this cause, in the last column on 
said page under the heading of ‘‘To Sa- 
vannah, Reduced Rate.” it being the 
purpose of this agreement on the part of 
the respondents to conform In all re- 
Spects to the finding of the commission 
and the decree of the court. 

It fs ordered, adjudged and decreed by 
the court, that the contempt proceedings

/and Nashville Railroad Company; W. B.

_Jine Railroad Company, and Walter 
| Hale, superintendent of the fifth divis- 
j} fon of the Seaboard Air Line railway, be 
_ suspended, unless Otherwise ordered by 
the court. 

It is further ordered that said rallroad 
companies shall be at liberty hereafter, 
upon any substantia) change of the cir- 
cumstances and conditions affecting the 
traffic, to apply to this court for such 
modification of its decree rendered in this 
comed on July 21, 1902, ag they may de- 
sire.

Traces of the brine were found in many 
of the samples of water, some of which 
were taken from wells several miles 
away from that into which the salt was 
introduced. 

In his conslusions Mr. McCallie says: 

“The so-called underground stream in 
the ordinary meaning of that term does 
not exist. The water which has prob- 
ably a very slow motion, not over one 
hundred feet per hour, occurs in a por- 
ous cavernous limestone, several feet in 
thickness. Sewage introduced into the 
first water bearing stratum will contam- 
inate all the wells in the vicinity which 
obtain a depth of 120 feet or more. The 
upper water bearing stratum in the wa- 
tererworks well js not completely cased 
off from the water bearing stratum be- 
low, so that the water from the lower 
Stratum is likely to be contaminated 
fram the stratum above.”’ 

@ salt was not found tn aither of 
the big springs, nor in the wells at Bos- 
ton and Valdosta, but the experiment 
demonstrated that the emptying of the 
sewage into the well at the Russell 
pond would have ruined all the water at 
Quitman.

CITY SALARIES 
ARE DISCUSSED 


Council Considers Giving Many 
City Employees More Pay 


The Only Thing That Could Be 
Agreed Upon, However, Was 
That the City Hall Re- 
porters Should Have 
More Money. 


After considering and 
advisability of imereasing the salaries 
of nearly every official of the municipality 
during the session of yesterday afternoon, 
council referred the entire question to 
tre finance committee, of which Alderman 
Inman js chairman, and the committee on 
saleries, of which Councilman Harwell 
is chairman, with instructiOns te report 
at an adjourned session, which is to be 
held next Monday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

The only salaries that were increased 
vesterday were those of the city hall re- 
porters of the three daily papers. The 
following resolution was presented by 
Counci!man- Hynds, of the second ward, 
and was unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, the Atlanta Journal and The At- 
lanta News ‘be requested to increase the 
salaries of their respective city hall re- 
porters.” 

This resolution was greeted with ap- 
plause by the reporters. Stuart Maclean, 
of The News, burst into tears, and John 
Paschal, of The Journal, had an attack 
of hysterics. 

The question of salaries first arose when 
Alderman Longino presented a _ resolu- 
tlon yhich recommended to the council 
of 1904 an incresse in the salaries of all 
city officials | ‘'s amounts they were 
receiving pricy . he genera] reduction in 
1896. 

Alderman Longino moved the ; 
of his resolution and spoke upon } 
tion. He stated that the city had plenty 
of money, as he had been informed by 
Chairman Inman, of the finance commit- 
tee, Alderman Longino thought it right 
to restore the salaries that had been 
reduced at a time when the city needed 
the money. 

Councilman Warren etated that the 
measure would receive the support of the 
board of school commissioners. The sal- 
aries of the grammar school teachefs, 
he stated, had been increased, while the 
salaries of other teachers had not been. 
The results had not been satisfactory to 
the board, especially as it is the high 
school teachers and the principals of 
schools who are scarce and who are con- 


Macon, Augusta and Savannah, he said, 
all pay more for a superintendent of 
schools than does. Atlanta. 

The resolution of Alderman Longino 
was adopted. 

Councilman Winn presented a measure 
which recommended an increase in pay 
to the amounts they received before 1896, 
for the city attorney, city comptroller 
and city engineer. This measure was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee and 
the committee on salaries of the council 
of 1904. 

Must Act at Once. 

4 was discovered that unless,the sal- 
aries of the ministerial officers are in- 
creased this year, they can not be increas- 
ed for several years to come, as the 
ministerial officers are to be elected next 
year, and the law provides that their sal- 
aries must be determined during the year 
previous to their election. Consequently, 
the motion referring the Winn ordinance 
was reoonsidered. It was placed upon its 
second reading and then discussed. 

Councilman Winn spoke of the excellent 
service rendered by City Attorney May- 
s°n, and of the fact that he wins cases 

inst corporation attorneys who receive 
twice and three times as much salary as 
he does. Alderman Inman wanted to in- 
crease the salary of General Manager 

Woodward, of the water works depart- 
ment. Councilman Harwell opposed in- 
creasing any salaries, because of the 
lack of funds. Councilman Key favored 
an increase for the firemen, and various 
other members recommended various 
other increases. 

Finally Councilman Amorous moved 
the reference of all questions regarding 
proposed increases of salaries to the fi- 
nance committee and the committee on 
salaries of the present council, with in- 
structions to report back during an ad- 
journed session on next Monday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. The motion of Couns 
cilman Amorous was adopted by a vote 
of 8 to 6. After the salaries of the re 
portefs had been increased, council con- 
sidered other matters and shortly after- 
wards adjourned.

INEBRIATES. 


WORKING FOR 
Pitiable Case Was Before Ordinary 
John Wilkinson 
Last Week. 

An incident forcibly demonstrating the 
need of an inebriate sanitarium was en- 
acted a few days ago before Judge John 
R. Wilkinson, in the court of ordinary, 
when a young man, on trial for lunacy, 
was acquitted and turned loose on the 
public because the evidence showed him 

to be a drunkard ang not a lunatic. 

The evidence showed that the man is 
violent and dangerous when under cine in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquors, but that 
when sober he is perfectly sane. It was 
thought that possibly admittance might 
be secured for him into the state insane 
asylum. and recently a writ of lunacy 
was sworn out.

After deliberating on the evidence, the 
jurors decided that whisky alone was the 
cause of the defendant’s violence, and a 
verdict was returned freeing him from the 
charge of lunacy.

Had there been an inebriate 
sanitarium in Fulton county, the man, in- 
stead of being turned loose, could have 
been sent there and cared for, while now 
he is likely to get drunk and become 
violent at almost any time. 

Judge Wilkinson states that he expects 
to go before the Fulton county grand 
jury in January and ask for an indorse- 
ment of the proposed inebriate Iinstitu- 
tion. He says he will take the matter up 
with the jury just in time to get jhe 
indorsement in the general presentments 
to be returned the latter part of yvanuary.

Denies Positively That He Attended | 


Hanna Banquet. 

Charleston, S. C., December 21!.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In a letter to The State, Columbia, 
S. C., concerning the statement published 
in that paper, and also in others through- 
out the south, that Captain Capers had 
attended the dinner tendered by Senator 
Hanna in Washington last week to the 
republican national committeeman, one 
of the guests of the occasién having been 
Judson Lyons, a negro, Captain Capers 
makes specific and positive denial of the 
report that he was present at the dinner. 

Captain Capers persistently refused to 
be interviewed on the subject of the 
banquet, but to Mr. Barbot, the Charles- 
ton correspondent of The Columbia State, 
he announced that the frequently pub- 
lished statements of his having been pres- 
ent were incorrect. Captain Capers still 
declines to discuss his reasons for de- 
Clining the invitation to the dinner. 

The following extracts are from his pub- 
lished letter: 

“Inasmuch as {t {s an admitted proposi- 
tion that it is impossible for one man to 
be in two places at the same time. and 
as it is a physical fact that I was not at 
the Arlington hotel for several hours be- 
fore the banquet of ‘last Saturday night 
was called to order, and have not been 
to the hotel since I left it Saturday af- 
ternoon last, the !2th iInst., I agreed to 
let Mr. Barbot say that the statement 
that I was present was ‘absolutely incor- 
rect." I also told him, and will again 
refer to it here, that the prospective 
presence of Judson Lyons, of Georgia, had 
never entered my mind in connection with 
the banquet. I made no mental review of 
any of its features, nor did 1 consider 
one way or the other the eligibility of 
the Georgia committeemen for an invita- 
tion thereto. Let me finally state that 
on Tuesday last, December 15, before I 
knew that anything had been said in any 
of the papers upon this subject, I wrote 
Mr. Dover the following letter from 
Charleston, and mailed it in Charleston.

It is learned that one of the two new 
ships to be launched by the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company will be named the City of 
Atlanta. 

The first. of the new boats.has been 
named the City of Columbus, das that 
city put in its application before Atlanta. 
It is expected that the second ship will 
be completed and launched within the 
next three months, 

The following special was received last 
night from Mmvannah_ regarding the 
naming of the two ships: 

Savannah, Ga., December 2!.—(Special.) 
The second of the new ships of the Ocean 
Steamship Company will be launched 
some time within the next three months. 
No name has yet been selected for her, 
though it is more than probable that she 
will be mamed for Atlanta, now the chief 
city on the line of the Central that is not 
represented among the ships of the Ocean 
Steamship Company’s fleet. 

Columbus Gets Namesake. 

Columbus, Ga., December 2!.—A _ tele- 
gram from Major J. F. Hanson, presi- 
dent of the Ocean Steamship Company, 
today states that the next steamship te 
he launched by that company will be 
named for the city of Columbus. The 
launching wil] take place about the mid- 
dle of January at Chesteg, Pa. 

The other ship to be launched. some 
three months from now, will probably bé 
named for the city of Atlanta. The first 
ship to be launched will be named for 
Columbus, as this city made the request 
ahead of Atlanta.

This magnificent ship is a duplicate of 
the steamship City of Memphis, which 
was launched a little over a year ago. 
It is large and commodious with over 
B.000 tons capacity. The new ship, City 
of Columbus, will be 396 feet long, 49 foot 
beam, with a draft of 18 feet and dis- 
placement of 5,250 tons. Cargo capacity, 
4,000 tons, and will accommodate 
seventy-eight first-class passengers.

Following the custom in the naming 

and launchitg of the other ships, a young 
woman of Columbus will be selected to 
christen the new City of Columbus as 
she leaves the ways. Though fothing 
definitely as yet is known as to who this 
will be, it is thought probable that the 
honor will be offered Miss Maude Bur- 
nett, who is a niece of G. Gunby Jordan, 
formerly a director of the Central and 
now a member of the railroad commis- 
sion. 

It Is almost certain that the command 
will be given to Captain W. H. Fisher, 
now on the City of Macon. This is as- 
sured Captain Fisher through the fact 
that he is commodore of the fleet. 

The command of the City of Atlanta 
will go to Captain G. C. Savage, now in 


charge of the City of Memphis. Officers - 


for the Memphis and Macon will be ap- 
pointed from among the captains of the 
smaller vessels of the fleet with the 
chances in tavor of Captain Askins, of 
the Nacoochee, for the first promotion, 
which will be to the command of the 
City of Macon.

I don’t think the hens 
of the cOuntry have been derelict in 
their duty, but the consumption has been 
something enormous, Perhaps this has 
been due to the high price of poultry, 
meats and fruits. Eggs are one of the 
most staple articles of @iet and for many 
people they aré a daily food. Whenever 


tors. They equalize the supply of eggs 
throughout the year. During the months 
ot March, April and May more eggs are 
produced than can possibly be consumed. 
The cOld storage ware houses take these 
eges that would otherwise spoil and pre- 
serve them for the time when there are 
practically no eggs. If it were not for 
this it would not be worth while for any 
one to keep hens. The eggs would nardly 
bring a cént a dozen, and it is worth 
mentioning, too, that the cold storage 
people do not always make money out of 
the business. In some seasons they lose 
$! or $2 a case.”’ 

The egg business ‘s one of the most 
gigantic industries in the United States, 
and millions of dollars change hands 
every year as a result of It. The reason 
so few realize this fact Is that it is 
largely local, most of the eggs being 
consumed almost in the immediate ter- 
ritory from which they come.

However Wimberly and Ellis 
Won’t Pay During Good 
Behaylor,

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., December 2).—(Special.)—The 
United States court room was thronged 
this morning when Judge Speer took his 
seat to try the Ellis-Wimberly case. 

Both Mr, Ellis and Mr, Wimberly were 
in the court room, the one attended by 
Hon. A. L. Miller and the other by Hon) 
John'I, Hall. 

Immediately after court was called to 
order, Judge Speer announced that the 
first matter for consideration was the 
contempt charges in which Mr. Ellis and 
Mr. Wimberly were interested. 

Representing Mr, Ellis, Judge Miller 
presented a paper for his client. It was 
a clear, clever, manly presentation of Mr. 
Ellis’ part in the episode, and carried 
with dt such explanation and apology to 
the court as a man of character could 
easily and readily make. Following Judge 
Miller came Judge Hall, répresenting D.r. 
Wimberly. Judge Hall's presentation 
was in keeping with its companion piece, 
and was exactly its counterpart in spirit, 
if not in expression. 

No one gave a closer attention to these 
presentations than did Judge Speer him- 
self, and at their conclusion the judge 
disposed of the matter briefly and in a 
pleasant manner. In disposing of it, 
Judge Speer said: . 

Judge Speer’s Remarks. 

“While mortified by the wholly unex- 
pected occurrence involved In this inquiry, 
the court is gratified by the courteous 
regretfulness manifested by the learned 
counsel who have responded to this rule. 
Their expressions are, I think, con- 
vincing that hereafter they will rely 
rather the more upon their intellectual 
than their physical prowess. All things 
considered, this would seem to be judi- 
cious. I much regret that I do not feel 
at liberty to pass the matter without 
further judicial action. To note my sense, 
however, of the lofty obligation upon 
counse] to always observe in judicial pro- 
ceedings the utmost propriety of conduct, 
I must impose of fine of $100 upon each of 
the distinguished counselors, who in this 
court sought like the theologians of Hudi- 
bras—

IN LODETONE 
NEGROES DEALT 


PeculiarCase in United States 
Court at Colum- 
bus, 


Columbus, Ga., December 21!.—(Special.) 
Henry Jackson and J. EB. Jackson, two 
educated young negroes of Morris, Ga., 
in Quitman county, are in jail here, 
having failed to make bonds of $1,000 as- 
gessed them by United States Commis- 
sioner Brown, 

Both are charged with having used the 
mails for fraudulent purposes. At the 
recent term of the United States court, 
Henry Jackson was indicted, it being al- 
leged that he defrauded Grover C, Reece, 
of Mount Pleasant, Pa., and others, of 
$i each. It was alleged tn the indict- 
ment that he sent out a circular which 
he signed ‘Dr. H. Jackson, A.M., Ph.D.” 
regarding a ‘“‘Lodestone mystery’’ which 
he claimed to own. 

The circular is a remarkable document. 
It states that Jackson obtainef posses- 
sion of the lodestone for $300, and that 
the possessor of some of it is, enabled to 
rub it on a $I! bill and make a bank 
eashier accept it for $10, open any lock 
or safe with it, make a person’s money 
return to him after he has spent it, and 
do many other wonderful things. 

‘Dr.’ Jackson said he wished to make 
600,000 poor men rich, and would let 
any one have some of his lodestones for 
¢!, provided he did not use it to “evil 
advantages,” which expression appears 
rather laughable in view of his enumera- 
tion of the stone’s virtues. 

In his statement to the commissioner, 
Jackson said he got the lodestone from 
a band of gypsies at Cuthbert, Ga. It is 
rather amusing that the persons this 
negro is charged with having duped are 
northerners. 

J. BE. Jackson, the other negro, is 
charged with having sold a Colorado man 
stock in a fake concern, the “New Mexi- 


co Oi] Company.”

TURNED DOWN 


Cuban House Questions Pro- 
priety of Agreement with 
Church. 


Fravanna, December 2!.—By a vote of 
forty to eight, and after prolonged dis- 
cussion, the house of representatives to- 
day finally passed a resolution to suspend 
the payment of the rentals of church 
bulldings occupied by the government un- 
der the contract entered into in 1902 by 
General Wood, the intervention governor, 
and Monsignor Sharetti, formerly bishop 
of Hanvana, pending an investigation as 
to the propriety of the contract. 

Under this agreement the sum of $190,- 
000 was to be paid annually for five years 
as the rental of several buildings occu- 
plied by the government in Havana and 
elsewhere. The buildings in Havana in- 
clude the custom house, the university 
and the academy of science. During the 
discussion of the resolution the charge 
was made that the rentals were exorbi- 
tant. 

The resolution is considered by many 
to be a violation of the Platt amendment, 
and it is doubtful if it will meet with the 
approval of the senate and President 
Palmer.

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NO BOND ISSUE 
SAYS SOUTHERN 


Officials Deny a Rumor 
That Has Grown Per- 
sistent, 


For some time it has been reported 
that the Southern railroad intended to 
make an issue of bonds for the purpose 
of consolidating more completely the 
company’s financial obligations. 


This is denied by officials in a dispatch 
which fs printed below. 

As ls well known the Southern has ab- 
sorbed niany small lines, some of which 
had outstanding obligations which the 
Southern assumed when it took them 
over. The addition of all these small 
debts, separate and distinct in all par- 
ticulars, igs said to have worked a slight 
confusion in the financial arrangements 
of the parent line and this gave rise to 
the rumors that there would be an issue 
of bonds to make the entire debt one 
obligation. Yesterday these rumors were 
denied from New York and set at resx. 

Following is the dispatch: 

New York, December 2!.—Reports that 
the Southern raflroad was about to make 
a bond issue were authoritatively denie-1 
today, though it is a fact that a read- 
justment of the company’s finances has 
been considered from time to time. The 
ownership and leases of many small lines 
by the Southern have to an extent compli- 
cated the general finances of the systero 
and it is thought that some time the 
directors will direct an issue of refuding 
bonds which will cover practically all 
existing issues. 

The ground upon which the new passen- 
ger station is being built was tested 
Saturday, and yestrday was found ebso-

This, it is stated, is always necessary 
in erecting lange structures like the one 
which is designed for the depot in order 
to ascertain whether the plans as made 
by the architect are suitable for the 
character of the soll upon which the 
puilding is to be located. 

In one of the tremches which have 
boen dug for the foundations a spot one 
square foot in size was prepared and a 
frame capable of holding a weight of 
two tons was erected over it.

In designing a structure Of great 
weight the soil upon which it has to 
stand has to be taken into consideration. 
Red clay is said to make one of the best 
foundations that can be found anywhere, 
and this is the kind wpon which thé depot 
is being built. 

Contractor Gude stated yesterday 
afternoon that everything had been found 
satisfactory and that the work would go 
on as rapidly as possible.
